LONDON, March i.—A dispateh from Colen- 


so, describing the advance of the Inniskillings, 


says: 


"As the first company advanced through the 


leaden hail every man was struck down. For a 
time it looked as if the entire company was wiped 


out, but soon a few of its more fortunate members, 
were seen to rise and make their way to the rear. - 


"Supporting companies were almost as badly 


cut up. The Boers were placed on kopjes com- 
manding the rail -.-ay from Colenson to Ladysmith. 


"It would take six time their number to carry 


the position. A night flank-attack upon them is 
rendered impossible owing to steep ravines which 


open on the Tugela." 


Ladysmith's condition is most serious. Buller 


has made no progress towards its relief, alchottgh 
his four attempts in this direction have cost him 
4,000 men in killed, wounded and missing—as 
many as Cronje surrendered. 


Few of the besieged have escaped fever, dys-x 


entery and diarrhoea, which has resulted in the 
death of hundreds. The people of the city have 
little water. Klip river water is described as poi- 
sonous, being thick with putrid animal matter. 


There is no indication of what Lord Roberts 


will do next.
